FOLLOWING IS A LETTER FROM THOMAS S. DIGNAN ACTING STATE DIRECTOR OF CD. 
TO ALL CD DIRECTORS AND OTHER CD OFFICIALS. 
SUBJECT Citizens Band Radio 


Because of the many inquiries into the use of Citizens Band radio equipment 
in Civil Defence, I feel the views of State Civil Defence on this matter should 
be made Clear, 


Citizens Band equipment operates in that part of the radio spectrum which 
affords littic:. or no protection from outside interference from sources many 
thousands of miles remote from New Jersey. The phenomenal growth of the Citizens 
Band Class "D" service has 1lud to a very chaotic condition as regards the above. 
There ore currently approximately 250,000 licenses issued to Citizens Band 
users and the outlook for the caming year points to a total registration of 
500,000 licenses by the end cf 1962. 


The Federal Commnicctions Commission has made no provision fot frequemy 
ecordination for Civil Defence Gommunications within this band, Conversely 
RACES frequencies are very carefull; coordinated at the Federal level as well 
as at State level in order to previde a usable communications system in time 
or hein lop, thus preventing the chaotic condition of having hundreds of 
Bret sons on the eamne frequeney all talking at once, If the problem was one of 
iti ithiit New Jersey, undoubtedly a usable plan could be worked 
vy L point out again that due to innospheric and tropospheric 
mona stavions ai] over the United States would interfere with 
tions. We cannot afford to have emergency communications hang 
on een a thin life lines
